A dance for two sets 
of trios. 

SUKTINIS—The Twirler, Lithuania’s No. 1 Ball- 
room dance. 

NORIU MIEGO—One of the oldest Lithuanian folk 
dances. 

_GREIZ, or, GREIGIUS, could be done as a couple 
dance or a mixer. 

KOJA-KOJA—Your Foot, Your Foot. A ballroom 
dance which is ever fun to do.
